The Defense Department, informing 
civilian contractors before advising the 
Services, is making plans to restore cuts 
in the MediCare Program on 1 January. 

The Services will be notified officially 
within the next month, 

This will follow dispatch of communi- 
cations 3 September to MediCare con- 
tractors concerning tentative plans for 
restoring MediCare benefits that were 
eliminated last October. 

The proposed plan for liberalizing the 
program has been outlined in detail to 
all members of the House and Senate Ap- 
propriations Committees. 

Final decision on implementation of 
the revised MediCare Program must 
await the return from Europe on 15 
September of Dr. Frank B, Berry, Assist- 


ant Secretary of Defense for Health OM, 
Medical. 

Quick concurrence by Dr. Berry and 
the Service Secretaries in the proposed 
changes—and no objections are foreseen 
—may lead to a formal announcement by 
mid-October, 

As of this week, however, MediCare of- 
ficials were emphatic in declaring that 
“final or definitive’ action has not yet 
been taken to restore the cuts. This was 
told to the civilian contractors. 

Exceptional success with the MediCare 
permit system is credited with allowing 
restoration of benefits to Service fami- 
lies at this time. The system forces 
Armed Forces families residing with 
their sponsors to seek medicai treatment 
at military facilities wherever possible.

DISPUTE between the Social Secu-

Core of the dispute is whether the ac- 
tion of boards for the correction of mili- 
tary records is completely binding upon 
the Social Security Administration, SS 
officials say that corrections made by 
these boards cannot necessarily affect 
their actions.

IGHER performance aircraft, 

creased lethality of weapons, plus its 
system of training and evaluation have 
brought about an increase of 400% in the 
effectiveness of the Air Defense Com- 
mand in a three year period. 

This report was brought to the Air 
Force Association’s convention here 3 
September at a briefing conducted for 
newsmen by Lt. Gen. Joseph H, Atkinson, 
ADC Commander, and members of his 
staff. 

At the same briefing, General Atkinson 
declared that ADC must be prepared to 
participate in space defense. The Air 
Force, he said, is particularly well fitted 
to operate in space.

Bomarc Unit Set Up; 
Guard Test Dropped

The first operational unit armed 
with the Boeing Bomarc missile 
has been set up at Maguire AFB, 
N. J., under command of Lt. Col. 
Ernest B. Shepard, it was revealed 
at the ADC briefing here. 

The new unit has been desig- 
nated the 46th Missile Squadron. It 
has received a supply of the mis- 
siles from the Boeing factory. The 
unit’s personnel were trained at 
Eglin AFB, Fla. 

A questioner asked ADC Com- 
mander Lt, Gen. Joseph H. Atkin- 
son to define “operational.” He re- 
plied that “the missiles are there, 
the men are there, and if there is 
an attack we can fire them against 
the attackers.” 

Meanwhile, General Thomas D. 
White, AF, CofS, announced here 
during the AFA meeting that prior 
plans to establish a Bomarc test 
unit in the National Guard have 
been dropped. The deletion of the 
proposed test unit follows imple- 
mentation of the new master air 
defense plan approved by Congress 
which authorized a considerably 
smaller number of Bomarc units 
than previously planned.

SAC. Short On Bases 
Gen. Power Tells AF

f gpericary eng bases and runways are 
needed by the Strategic Air Com- 
mand both for its protection and to in- 
crease its efficiency, it was brought out 
in a briefing conducted here in connec- 
tion with the convention of the Air Force 
Association, 

General Thomas S. Power, SAC’s CinC, 
conducted the briefing assisted by mem- 
bers of his staff. 

It was pointed out that since 1950 the 
number of aircraft in SAC’s inventory 
has quadrupled whereas the number of 
bases has only doubled. 

With dispersion being one of the prin- 
cipal means of lessening SAC’s vulnera- 
bility to surprise enemy attack, this in- 
creased concentration of aircraft on in- 
dividual bases was described as poten- 
tially dangerous to our striking force. 

On the other hand, SAC’s striking pow- 
er can be vastly improved with a reduc- 
tion in reaction time and this can be 
made possible by increasing the number 
of bases and runways so that more bomb- 
ers can be sent on their way to their 
targets in less time. 

General Power also suggested that the 
American people ought to consider a pol- 
icy of “pre-emptive” attack to offset the 
military weakness of permitting the en- 
emy to make the first move, A “pre-emp- 
tive” attack, he said, is an action to fore- 
stall an attack by an enemy planning 
to open hostilities,

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Committee OK’s $937,000 RIF Payments 
For 700 Former AUS Warrant Officers 


More than 700 former AUS warrant 
officers will collect $937,000 in readjust- 
ment pay under terms of legislation 
(HR 6269) approved by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 3 September. 

The measure, previously passed by the 
House, was expected to win final Senate 
approval and be sent to the White House 
for signature as THE JOURNAL went to 
press. It will correct an inequity created 
by the Readjustment Pay Act (Public 
Law 676) which was passed by the 84th 
Congress. 

In authorizing a lump-sum readjust- 
ment payment to Reservists involuntarily 
released to inactive duty after having 
served on active duty for five years or 
more, Congress attempted to soften the 
financial impact resulting from involun- 
tary transition to civilian life by non- 
Regular members of the Armed Forces. 

Readjustment payments under the Act 
are computed by multiplying one-half of 
one month’s basic pay of the grade in 
which the member is serving at the time 
of his release by the years of active duty 
performed. 

In concept, the authorization should 
have applied to all non-Regular members 
of the Armed Forces. A redraft of the 
original proposal, however, established 
entitlement only for “a member of a Re- 
serve component,” This qualifying ‘lan- 
guage excluded persons serving on active 
duty in a status described as “without 
specification of component”—a term that 
covers non-Regular service by persons 
who are not members of the Reserve or 
National Guard. 

Most of those excluded from the RIF 
payments under present law are warrant 
officers who served on active duty under 
apppointments in the Army of the United 
States.

served in both WWI and WWII or later, 
regardless of the number of years of ac- 
tive duty. Since the number of years’ 
service of these officers was not used to 
compute their retired pay, they could 
claim full SS credits for all active duty 
during WWII and afterwards. 

As a result, many officers who were 
retired for length of service, but who 
also were entitled to maximum retired 
pay based on WWI service applied to 
correction boards to change the type of 
their retirement. 

The correction boards agreed with 
them that there had been an “injustice” 
in their cases, and changed the category 
of their retirements. 

The changes had no effect on SS offi- 
cials. They countered that corrections to 
remove an “injustice” could not have any 
retroactive effect in allowing SS benefits 
for these or any other retired Service- 
men. They said that they would only 
grant retroactive effect to military rec- 


| ords corrections based on an “error” in 


the records. 

As a result, these retired officers with 
WWI service as well as many other re- 
tired personnel who have a choice of 
laws under which they could be retired, 
have been barred from Social Security 
benefits for themselves and their ‘am- 
ilies. 

And, SS officials contend, they must 
continue to be barred from these bene- 
fits which have been accorded to their 
contemporaries, because prior to 1954 
neither the Services, nor the individuals, 
nor the Social Security Administration 
itself realized the effect that the choice 
between two possible types of retirement 
would have on Social Security benefits.

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Journal Report Prompts Senate To Delay Confirmation Of New Marine Commandant 


The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee—responding to questions raised by 
THE JOURNAL—temporarily set aside the 
nomination of Maj. Gen. David M. Shoup 
to be Commandant of the Marine Corps. 

Committee Chairman Richard B, Rus- 
sell (D-Ga) said the delay in confirming 
General Shoup’s nomination is no re- 
flection on the distinguished Marine 
Corps Medal-of-Honor winner, but re- 
lates solely to the legality of the two- 
year-term of office for which he was 
nominated. 

In an editorial and Memo comments 
(22 August), THE JOURNAL called atten-

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tion to the fact that the statute (Sec. 
5201, Title 10, U.S.C.) governing appoint- 
ment of the Marine Commandant specif- 
ically provides for “a term of four years.” 
The point was made that the President 
may have erased “the letter of the 
law” in proposing a shorter term of office. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee 
considered General Shoup’s nomination 3 
September and agreed to postpone action 
until it finds out why he was nominated 
for a two-year tour. Senator Leverett B. 
Saltonstall (R-Mass), ranking Republican 
on the Committee, was appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter and make a report 





The decision was reached after a 
closed-door meeting at which Committee 
members questioned General Shoup and 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Fred A. 
Bantz. 

THE JOURNAL editorial, which touched 
off the Committee inquiry, pointed out 
that the laws governing the terms of 
office for all of the Service Chiefs are 
worded differently. It noted that the 
Chiefs of Staff of the Army and the Air

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Service Secretaries’ Word Not Good Enough 

The prestige of the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air Force cer- 
tainly has declined in recent years with the added accent on Defense De- 
partment powers. Now comes the shocking disclosure that the Social 
Security Administration has set itself up as the arbiter of whether or not 
to accept the Secretaries’ word. 

We think Secretary of Defense McElroy should stop this immediately 
——by a direct appeal to the White House if necessary. 

On Page 1 of this issue, THE JOURNAL reveals how hundreds of mili- 
tary families are being denied Social Security benefits worth thousands 
of dollars because the Social Security Administration refuses to accept as 
valid correction of military records. This attitude exists notwithstanding 
the fact that the Comptroller General of the United States, the guardian 
of the Federal pocketbook, long has accepted correction of military records 
attested by a Service Secretary. 

What with Unification, no single Service Secretary can assail the So- 
cial Security Administration’s dictatorial decision. But Secretary McElroy 
can, and he should. Quickly too, for aside from the need for justice, Mr. 
McElroy’s prestige will be damaged also if one Federal Agency alone is 
permitted to question the integrity of his Department, 


AFA Sparks New Convention Formula For News 

The Air Force Association employed with striking success at its 
convention in Miami Beach last week a new formula for the propagation 
of Air Force news of national interest to readers of newspapers and maga- 
zines. In fact, the technique may well set a pattern for organizations sup- 
porting the other Armed Services. 

The new formula was the setting up of “Briefings For Newsmen” 
as part of the regular AFA program. There were briefings by the Air 
Defense Command, Tactical Air Command, Military Air Transport Serv- 
ice, Strategic Air Command, Air Materiel Command, and Air Research 
and Development Command. Most followed the same general pattern: the 
briefing was opened with remarks by the general officer commanding, 
followed by briefings on various aspects of the command’s activities by 
members of his staff. At the conclusion of the formal presentations, the 
briefing was thrown open to questions from the members of the press. 
In this way the newsmen were able to bring out the particular points 
in which they and their leaders were interested. 

The popularity of the briefings was evidenced by the fact that they 
were attended by a large number of AFA members as well as reporters. 
The ground rules, however, limited the questioning strictly to the press 
representatives. 

The success of the plan is evidenced by the fact that the greater 
portion of news stories emanating from the convention originated at the 
“Briefings for Newsmen.” If this is propaganda, it is the most construc- 
tive kind, for it brought to the American people facts stirred up by their 
own representatives in the person of trained newsmen.

General Tunner recognized the importance to defense of the com- 
mercial airlines. They have participated in many of the emergency air- 
lifts carried on by MATS and they profit substantially from MATS con- 
tracts. The Civil Reserve Air Fleet is a necessary adjunct to meet war 


requirements. 


Nevertheless, the war plans of the Joint Chiefs of Staff charge MATS 
with providing wartime airlift support to SAC, TAC, and the Army 
and Navy, and to discharge that responsibility it must have the men 


and equipment and the training.

stricted program, using the permit sys- 
tem, would cost $88.8 million in Fiscal 
Year 1960. This was the forecast given 
earlier this year by MediCare Director 
Brig.

The system worked so well, however, 
that estimates place the cost of the re- 
stricted program for the present fiscal 
year at between $68 and $69 million. A 
restricted program for next year, Fiscal 
Year 1961, would probably cost under $70 
million. 

With last year’s cuts restored, the cost 
of the program for FY ’60 would be un- 
der $78 million—$10 million less than 
the current MediCare appropriations of 
$88.8 million. A restored MediCare pro- 
gram for FY ’61 is expected to cost less 
than $87 million. 

Recommendations to restore the treat- 
ments eliminated from the MediCare 
program were first made by the Defense 
Department MediCare Advisory Commit- 
tee last 22 May. Since that time the 
Armed Forces MediCare Office has been 
staffing its proposal. 

Included in the restored program will 
be the following types of civilian treat- 
ment which were eliminated last year: 
treatment of injuries on an outpatient 


basis; treatment of acute emotional dis- 
orders, other than those covered in the 
complete maternity service, with in-hos- 
pital treatment limited to 21 days; soe 
called “plannable” surgeries; and certain 
pre- and post-hospitalization tests and 
procedures. 

Even when the MediCare cuts are re 
stored, MediCare officials say, “there is 
no doubt that the MediCare permit sys 
tem, inaugurated as part of the 1 Octo 
ber changes, will be permanently retained 
as an operational requirement for those 
dependents residing with their sponsors.”

be needed to provide the security re- 
quired and, yet, not place an over- 
whelming economic burden on the 
nation. 


An essential part of this task was the 
development of a wide range of facili- 
ties and services, extending through- 
out the breadth and length of the land, 
without which the ground, sea and air 
forces would have neither mobility nor 
sustaining power. In conjunction with 
these major requirements, it was evi- 
dent from the very outset that an ex- 
tensive training program would have 
to be launched to train officers and 
soldiers, sailors and airmen in the many 
techniques of the military profession. 

The many years which the Viet- 
namese had spent under colonial rule 
had left them without a military tra- 
dition of their own. The problem, in 
essence, was that which confronts any 
newly created nation in its need to 
provide for security; an entire military 
system had to be developed. In the case 
of Vietnam, moreover, this problem was 
complicated by the fact that, even while 
building these forces, the country had 
to maintain at all times its readiness 
to meet aggression from outside its 
borders and initially to eliminate con- 
stantly recurring internal violence 
caused by various religious sects and 
later by communist guerrillas. 

During the early phases of organiza- 
tion, the Army was developed on the 
basis of two types of major field units— 


the “field” division and the “light” 
division. 
Standard Division 

Recently, in response to the long- 


standing need for simplification of the 
force structure and for improvement of 
tactical effectiveness, these two types 
of divisions have been replaced by a 
standard type division. The standard 
division has come into being as a result 
of detailed study of the environment in 
which it will have to fight and a series 
of exacting field tests to determine its 
overall suitability for the performance 
of its future combat tasks. Built into 
its organization is the variety of fire 
power needed for combat on the terrain 
of South East Asia, sufficient mobility 
to permit maneuver under varying con- 
ditions, adequate means of communica- 
tions to ensure the maintenance of ef- 
fective command control, and the de- 
gree of combat and logistic support 
required to make the unit self-sustain- 
ing for extended periods of time. 

The combination of these factors and 
other characteristics of the organization 
give it the flexibility necessary to de- 
fend the country against a large variety 
of threats. Observers on the spot read- 
ily agree that the reorganization on the 
basis of the standard division has given 
the Vietnamese Armed Forces a tough, 
efficient, and durable basic unit which, 
as it rounds out its training programs 
and completes its equipping require- 


ments, will be the equal of any con- 
ventional unit of similar size anywhere 
in Asia, 


A complex of carefully located logis- 
tic installations has been created to fill 
the near-void the French Expeditionary 
Forces left when they withdrew from 
that part of Indochina now included 
within the borders of Vietnam. It in- 
cludes base depots and field depots to 
serve the peacetime needs of tactical 
units in their garrisons and training 
areas, and it provides the means by 
which needed supplies will be distrib- 
uted to combat areas in time of war. 


Logistics Life Blood 


The construction of a system of roads, 
railways and signal communications has 
come a long way toward fulfilling the 
ultimate goal of linking these installa- 
tions together. These essential services, 
which give life blood to the logistic 
system, had to be developed anew or 
rebuilt completely by the Vietnamese 
with American assistance and aid. This 
part of the overall task is far from 
being completed, but progress is being 
made as rapidly as the joint Viet- 
namese-American effort permits. 

In many ways, the advances made by 
the Vietnamese military personne] in 
overcoming their logistic difficulties is 
a quite remarkable story in itself. 
Troubled at all times by a lack of ade- 
quately educated and trained personnel, 
and faced with the need to develop 
competence in the techniques of using, 
maintaining, and repairing a whole 
complex of technical equipment with 
which they were previously often un- 
familiar, the Vietnamese have had to 
learn as they work, Ingenious, hard- 
working, and dedicated, they have ad- 
justed themselves quickly; they have 
learned rapidly, and they are doing the 
job. 

The training task which the Viet- 
namese faced at the beginning was, 
indeed, a formidable one, It encom- 
passed the entire range of skills and 
professional abilities which are so nec- 
essary to the creation and operation of 
effective armed forces, To overcome 
these obstacles, a number of steps were 
taken concurrently which were de- 
signed to lead as quickly as possible 
to improved competence in essential 
fields of effort. These included the es- 
tablishment of standard individual and 
unit training programs, the creation of 
a family of schools and training cen- 
ters, the institution of on-the-job train- 
ing under the guidance of experienced 
advisors and technicians, and the open- 
ing of an off-shore schooling program 
through which selected individuals 
could receive first-hand benefit of the 
military instruction given to fellow offi- 
cers and men of other nations, 


The scope of programmed training 
covers virtually all aspects of military 
operations, but it has given continual 
emphasis to priority development of

individual and unit tactical proficiency. 
The primary goal has always been to 
improve fighting ability. Concurrently 
with the improvement of unit combat 
capabilities, a steady advance has been 
made in the training of essential ad- 
ministrative and logistic services which 
must provide the support on which 
combat units depend for sustained 
action. 


Variety of Schools 


Quick to respond to the requirement 
for a much larger and increasingly 
more competent corps of officers and 
non-commissioned officers, the Viet- 
namese Armed Forces established a sys- 
tem of schools and training centers 
which train personnel for line duties 
as well as for specialized occupations. 
At the lower end of this system are 
those schools which prepare young 
Vietnamese to enter the services as 
junior commissioned officers. The prin- 
cipal among these schools is the Viet- 
namese National Military Academy, a 
tri-service institution in which the mili- 
tary and cultural instruction given is 
based very closely upon that given at 
the United States Military Academy. 

At this level is found, also, the Non- 
Commissioned Officers Academy which, 
in addition to improving the quality of 
its non-commissioned students, pro- 
vides an additional source for the se- 
lection of personnel to become commis- 
sioned officers. Further schooling in- 
cludes that conducted at the schools of 
the various arms and services, in which 
junior officers and enlisted men receive 
training in their career specialties, and 
the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege, in which carefully selected offi- 
cers study the more advanced applica- 
tion of command and staff duties, 


National Growth Helped 


This system of schools, in conjunc- 
tion with the off-shore and on-the-job 
training programs, is making a major 
contribution to Vietnam’s overall na- 
tional growth, It is producing on a ris- 
ing scale of excellence the leaders and 
staff officers needed by the Armed 
Forces, and, at the same time. it is ex- 
panding the body of administrators, 
technicians and professional specialists 
on whom the nation must rely for the 
continued development of national 
strength in civilian, as well as military, 
sectors of its economy. 

The Vietnamese Air Force and Navy 
have made similar forward strides in 
organizing, training and equipping their 
forces for their combat tasks. The scale 
of effort in these forces, being based 
primarily on the idea of providing ade- 
quate support to the ground forces, has 
necessarily been smaller than that of 
the Army. Their objectives, however, 
are high; they have sought constantly 
to achieve the best qualitative stand- 
ards of performance which time and 
resources permit. 


Air and Naval Gains 


As the result of continued emphasis 
on the improvement of unit tactical 


proficiency, indoctrination to raise 
standards of individual competence, 
and progressive steps to ensure maxi- 
mum operational utility of equipment, 
current ability of these services to con- 
tribute to the defense and security of 
Vietnam is commendably high. Judged 
by the almost uniform comments 
of advisors and visiting observers, 
the progress made by the Viet- 
namese in the development of this air 
and naval strength has equalled, and 
in some respects, surpassed that seen 
anywhere else among the new nations 
of the free world. 

The advances made by the Viet- 
namese Armed Forces are themselves a 
tribute to the wisdom and foresight 
of those who established the Military 
Assistance Advisory Group, as well as 
a testimonial to the high degree of 
competence with which all phases of 
the program have been administered. 
Formed at the beginning on a firm 
base of mutual confidence between the 
Vietnamese authorities and their Amer- 
ican counterparts, the program has 
demonstrated continually that a high 
order of successful peacetime coopera- 
tion in the solution of many difficult 
tasks can be achieved between peoples 
who differ in many ways, but who 
share a common devotion to freedom. 
This remarkable demonstration of con- 
fidence, a rare phenomenon in the 
troubled world of today, is due almost 
entirely to the personal integrity of 
and the outstanding professional ex- 
amples set by those officers who have 
been assigned to duty with MAAG, 
Vietnam, 


Mutual Effort 


The current Chief, MAAG, has held 
this office for almost 3% years. The suc- 
cess of the program is evident in the 
close relationships which now exist be- 
tween U. S. and Vietnamese military 
personne] at all levels. Not only do these 
relationships portray the highest form 
of professional association, they denote 
equally the existence of deeply-rooted 
mutual respect and friendship. 


This, in brief, is a general resume 
of what has been and is being accom- 
plished by the Vietnamese Armed 
Forces. Much of their achievement has 
been possible only througW @he gener- 
ous and timely response of the United 
States to the needs of the new-formed 
Republic of Vietnam which they de- 
fend. To many observers qualified to 
judge, no better example exists in the 
free world of the great benefits real- 
ized through the implementation of the 
Military Aid Program. 

All Americans may take deep satis- 
faction in knowing that through their 
contributions they have made it possi- 
ble for the Republic of Vietnam to 
survive its early trials and take its 
place as a strong and active member 
of the anti-communist community of 
nations. 








In a new decision, B-131700, the Comptroller General has decided to accept the 
re-retirement concept of the U.S. Court of Claims for personnel who were retired 
for the second time before 1 October 1949. 

The decision will mean that persons who were retired, called back to active 
duty, and subsequently retired for the second time, can receive longevity credit 
for their first period on the retired list and can claim the benefit of any promo- 
tions and pay raises they received during their last active duty tour, 

In accepting the “re-retirement” concept, the Comptroller followed the rulings 
of the U.S. Court of Claims in the Travis, Danielson, Bailey, Seglia and Phelan 
Cases. 

Comptroller General Joseph Campbell reserved decision as to the effect of the 
“re-retirement” concept upon those retired for a second time after 1 October 1949. 
As the matter now stands, he will consider only a Serviceman’s first retirement as 
valid for retired pay purposes if he retired for the second time after the 1949 date. 

The effect of a second retirement after 1 October 1949 is now being considered 
by the Court of Claims in the case of Whelan v. U.S. 
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THE CASE OF THE WAVES’ TOWELS may well be cited 
by Defense Department operations analysts of the future 
in documenting the story of the massive lack of authority 
now “enjoyed” by the Service Secretaries. The facts of 
the case are that Assistant Navy Secretary Jackson has 
endorsed a plan which proposes that enlisted WAVES be 
issued four towels each—the same as male sailors. At 
present, the WAVES receive towels on an organizational 
basis. This means they must turn them in or account for 
them when they are transferred. 


THE RUB OF THE PROBLEM is that the new method 
would involve a towel allowance of $1.50. This would be 
comprised of two 35-cent and two 40-cent towels. Because 
expenditure of Federal funds not previously budgeted is 
involved, the Navy is obliged to seek Defense Department 
approval before it can take final action. 


ALTHOUGH SECRETARY McELROY certainly has had more experience 
then anyone else at the Pentagon when it comes to towel and allied 
soap problems, seemingly he may find it possible to delegate responsi- 
bility for a final decision to Deputy Secretary Gates. Or perhaps, 
Secretary McElroy, the former Procter and Gamble leader, will ask 
for the joint views of the Assistant Secretaries of Defense Supply and 
Logistics, Health and Medical, Manpower and Personnel, and Comp- 
troller—all of whom are involved in the fate of the WAVES towels. 


IT’S “CADET” DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER as far as the West Point 
Society of the District of Columbia is concerned. Announcing plans for 
a 16 September meeting, the Society said it has only one honorary 
member, Cadet Eisenhower. Obviously determined to be as official as 
possible, the Society announcement reflects the fact that the Commander- 
in-Chief resigned his General of the Army rank, but will always be 
a Cadet in the Class of ’15. 


REPRESENTATIVE RIVERS (D-SC) is going to press his fight in the 
next session of Congress to gain three star rank for RAdm. Bartholomew 
W. Hogan, and Maj. Gen. Oliver K. Neiss, Surgeons General respec- 
tively of the Navy and Air Force (see Page 15). Such promotion would 
place them on an equal status with newly promoted Lt. Gen. Leonard 
D. Heaton, Surgeon General of the Army. Aside from the problem of 
“unequal rank” in the U. S. Forces, it is noteworthy that the Surgeons 
General of the British and French Navies hold vice admiral rank. 


THE AIR FORCE IS LOOKING FOR BETTER SOUNDING NAMES 
for controversial expressions now appearing in the public press and 
in many top level military speeches. In a canvass of information 
officers, the Air Force is soliciting replacements for such phrases as 
“limited war,” “preventive war,” and “massive retaliation.” 


PENTAGON PRESS CHIEF MURRAY SNYDER says public information 
officers in the Armed Forces have no right to bar a newsman’s query 
from reaching the official for whom it is intended. In a newly released 
exchange of letters with the House Government Operations Committee, 
Assistant Secretary Snyder said there is no authority for a PIO “to 
stop queries directed to a specific individual regardless of who he may 
be and irrespetive of the nature of the queries.” This applies, he said, 
even if the officer thinks the query is unreasonable, loaded or insulting. 


VADM. GEORGE W. ANDERSON, JR. takes command of the Sixth Fleet 
14 September from VAdm. Clarence E. Ekstrom, who will command 
Naval Air Force, Pacific Fleet. Admiral Anderson held three-star rank 
previously as CofS and Aide to the CinC, Pacific. After being hospital- 
ized from January to April 1958, he held sea commands in two-star 
rank, Admiral Ekstrom, 57, is a ’24 USNA graduate. Admiral Anderson, 
who will be 53 in December, was graduated from Annapolis in 1927. 


DAN CUPID IS UNDER ATTACK by Marine Corps NonCommissioned 
Officers. A recent NCO Symposium included in a list of recommendations 
for improved career service a proposal that Women Marines be 
required to complete their enlistment contract, “eliminating marriage 
as a reason for discharge.” 


SAC HAS ORDERED a step-up in B-52 and KC-135 crew training. 
To augment training at Castle AFB, Calif., the 6th Bomb Wing at 
Walker AFB, N. M., has been assigned the task of providing flying 
training for some crews upon their completion of ground studies 
at Castle. The expanded program coincides with completion by SAC 
crewmen of more than four million jet hours since activation of the 
command in 1946. SAC leaders are most pleased with the 1959 safety 
record—only 3.3 major aircraft accidents per 100,000 hours flown 
during the first seven months of 1959. The SAC rate was 5 during 
1957 and 1958, and 10 per 100,000 hours Air Force-wide last year. 


RISING SCHOOL-AGE POPULATIONS are causing increased problems in 
all the Services. Despite strength cuts, there will be substantial gains 
in school enrollments during the next five years. One example: Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., reports a new registration of 3,406 youngsters in Grades 
1-8. This is an increase of more than 500 since last year. Despite two 
new school buildings, Bragg educators will be forced to use temporary 
wooden structures for classrooms. 
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MATS GOT ASSISTS from AF Secretary Douglas and CofS General 
White in its appeal for modernization and utilization. General White told 
the AFA that we need a modernized cargo fleet—“speed combined 
with fast turn around times would substantially improve our airlift 
capabilities for all Services.” Secretary Douglas told the same audience 
that MATS exists to meet military airlift requirements—“Not to make 
reasonable use of such existing lift before looking to civil carriers 
would be to pay twice for the same service.” 


USAF ADMIRERS chuckled appreciatively at a gag bar set up for them 
at the AFA reunion in Miami Beach’s flossy Fontainebleau Hotel. The 
bar, complete with bottled goods and glasses, was placed on the edge 
of a pool. The bartenders went about their duties knee deep in water— 
wearing white Navy uniforms complete with hats. 


TOO MUCH PUBLIC CREDIT may have been given to the effectiveness 
of the Sidewinder missile over Taiwan Strait, according to General 
Laurence S. Kuter, former FEAF commander and now CinC of 
NORAD. He told the AFA that the Sidewinder is a “very fine Navy 
developed missile” and he’s glad the USAF has great numbers of them, 
“However,” he added, “over the Taiwan Straits only six were fired. 
Four knocked down MiG’s. The balance, 26 MiGs, were knocked down 
by 50 caliber machine guns fired by superb fighter pilots.” 


REP. MOSS’S CHARGE that the DoD has failed to give formal, written 
notification to General Power of refusal to permit publication of his 
book “Design for Survival” (see last week’s Journal) was discounted 
by the SAC CinC at a news briefing at the AFA Miami convention. 
General Power said he had discussed the matter personally with 
Secretary McElroy and he accepted that as “formal notification.” As to 
the book, the General commented: “It is my firm conviction that SAC 
cannot carry out its purpose without an understanding of its problems 
by the American people.” 


EARLY WARNING AGAINST ICBWM’S is so vital that we should be 
prepared to employ both the BMEWS and MIDAS systems, Lt. Gen. 
B. A. Schriever, ARDC Commander, told newsmen at Miami Beach. 
Either one may be better under some circumstances and we need all the 
time we can get, he said. Asked about the new system recently announced 
by the Navy, General Schriver said he was not familiar with it but was 
going to get a Navy briefing on it soon. 


ARDC REORGANIZATION may come along soon. General Schriever 
went over it with his staff and with his Center commanders at a 
recent meeting at Patrick AFB, Fla., and intends to discuss it 
further with the AF Chief of Staff and the Secretary. Changes may 
be expected both in ARDC organization and in management 
procedures. 


THE SPORT PARACHUTE CLUB at the Army’s Aviation Center, 
Ft. Rucker, Ala., has been inviting the public to watch some delayed 
action jumps. Admission is free, but refreshments are sold. Proceeds 
are used to buy more parachutes for the club, whose president is 
Lt. Col. Howard I. Lukens. 


TAC’S DESIRE FOR JET REFUELERS has led to studies looking 
toward the establishment of a single manager system of handling jet 
tankers. TAC has developed a kit whereby its aircraft can use either its 
own probe-and-drogue refueling system or the boom system employed 
by SAC. Observers, however, feel that SAC would turn thumbs down on 
any plan whereby it would share responsibility for jet tankers. 


AF RESERVE COMPONENTS also want to get in on refueling. ConAC 
has waived its requirement for inflight refueling training for the second 
year. Brig. Gen. Donald J. Strait, ANG, Cdr., 108th F-I Wing, told an 
AFA Seminar that “this represents a serious training deficiency as our 
units will be denied the opportunity to participate in realistic combat 
profite and maximum range deployment training missions.” Gen. Strait 
wants to work out a system of marrying Air Guard Squadrons with 
SAC Refueling units for training until Reserve units can get refueling 
facilities of their own. 


WINNING AIR CREWS won’t receive all the honors at the forthcoming 
SAC Bombing, Navigation and Air Refueling Competition. General 
Power, SAC CinC, has ordered that 20 “on the spot” promotions 
be awarded to ground maintenance crews supporting the winners. 
The promotions will be made through E-7 rank. 


COL. ROBERT M. McDERMOTT, Dean of the Faculty at the U. S. Ait 
Force Academy, has been named by President Eisenhower for briga- 
dier general. Only 39 in July, Dean McDermott will be one of the 
youngest general officers in the Armed Forces. He has won wide recog- 
nition from top civilian and military educators throughout the Nation 
for the academic accomplishments at Colorado Springs. 


THE ARMY FAILED to attain its quota of male non-prior service 
enlistments during July, according to newly released statistics. They 
show 8380 enlistments, or 93.1% of the objective. It’s different 
with the women; the Army was able to enlist 340 WAC, or 136% 
of the quota. Pentagon officials say that the favorable employment 
situation in industry has resulted in reduced enlistments in all the 
Services during the past several months.

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Rep. Rivers Asks Three-Star Rank For Navy, Air Force Surgeons General

Radio offered the economical answer: a new micro- 
wave radio-relay system recently created at Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories.

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Hospitals Win “Utilitarian” Green Light; Some Quarters Funds Die In Conference 


Congress has approved and sent to the 
White House a compromise appropriation 
bill for the Defense Department’s fiscal 
’60 military construction program. 

The total provided is $1,363,961,200, in- 
cluding $263,632,300 for the Army; $204,- 
112,400 for the Navy; $776,832,500 for the 
Air Force, and $46,745,000 for tne Defense 
Department (divided almost equally for 
LORAN stations and the Advanced Proj- 
ects Research Agency). 

In addition, the measure provides $29 
million for the Army Reserve, $8,980,000 
for the Naval Reserve, $4 million for the 
Air Force Reserve, $23,219,000 for the 
Army National Guard and $16,440,000 for 
the Air National Guard. 

Some projects which had been elimi- 
nated in the House and restored in the 
Senate were retained in the final meas- 
ure, but many received reduced funds. 

The final action gave the Services a 
green light on their hospital construction 
program, but on a smaller scale than had 





been proposed by the Pentagon. Hospital 
funds which had been eliminated in the 
House and partially restored in the Sen- 
ate suffered only one further cut: the 
planned hospital at Carlisle Barracks, 
Pa., wes granted $1,130,000 as opposed to 
$1,176,000 approved by the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

On all hospital construction, the Secre- 
tary of Defense was directed to hold hos- 
pital costs within the amounts approved 
and to build the new structures “strictly 
on a utilitarian basis to meet essential 
needs.” 

Items which had been restored in the 
Senate and which were killed in confer- 
ence include a $586.000 enlisted barracks 
at Ft. Benning, Ga.; a $403,000 academic 
building at Ft. Rucker, Ala.; a $126,000 
barracks and $661000 enlisted messhall 
at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind.; a $306,- 
000 service club and theater for Army Se- 
curity forces on Okinawa; a $17,000 se- 
curity fence at the Naval Base, New Lon- 
don, Conn.; $4 million for Navy Capehart 





housing; $400,000 for an airmen’s dormi- 
tory at Duluth, Minn.; $5 million for an 
academic facility at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Ohio; $139,000 for a theater for Air 
Fore security forces overseas, and $500,- 
000 for Air Force Capehart Housing. 


In addition, some Senate-restored items 
were reduced: $233,000 which had been 
approved for an enlisted barracks at Ft. 
Lee, Va., was cut to $203,600 and $311,000 
for a BOQ at that base was reduced to 
$289,000. Funds for enlisted barracks and 
a battalion mess at Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., 
were more than halved, from the Sen- 
ate’s proposed $3.2 million to a final $1,- 
467,000, A Ft. Benning BOQ was reduced 
from $738,000 to $682,000 and construc- 
tion at the Army Security Agency (loca- 
tion 23) was chopped from $2,050,000 to 
$1.025,000. 

In the Navy. a Senate try for $4.442.000 
for a recruit barracks and messhall at the 
Naval Training Center, Great Lakes, IIL., 
was reduced to $3,250,000. 





The Senate had approved $739,000 for 
an Air Force dependent school and com- 
missary at the main site of the USAF 
Security Service. This was reduced to 
$370,000. 

Among a number of projects approved 
by the Senate and retained in conference 
were these: $510,000 for aviation facili- 
ties at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.; $4,954,000 
for Cadet barracks at West Point; $1.7 
million for location 12, Army Security 
Agency, Japan (including three barracks 
to be constructed at a cost of more than 
$1 million, and $78.000 for bachelor offi- 
cers quarters) ; $2,252,000 for barracks and 
land at the Naval Base, New London, 
Conn.; $18 million for a library and elec. 
tronics laboratory at L. G. Hanscom Field, 
Mass. 

The conferees also approved the addi- 
tional $12.2 million added by the Senate 
for 86 National Guard armories. 

For Redstone Arsenal, Ala., $74.4 mil- 
lion which had been deleted by the Sen- 
ate was restored.

Gen. Tunner Urges Modernizing Of MATS, 
5-Hr. Utilization Rate, More DoD Airlift 


MIAMI BEACH, FLA. 

T. Gen. William H. Tunner, Command- 

er of MATS, has three immediate ob- 
jectives: 

1) Modernization of the strategic air- 
lift fleet, 

2) #Maintain- 
ing a five-hour 
aircraft utiliza- 
tion rate daily, 
and 

3) Expansion 
of the amount of 
airlift used by 
Defense Depart- 
ment agencies. 

“Realization of 
these three ob- 
jectives,” Gen- 
eral Tunner told 
a news briefing 
held here in con- 
nection with the 
Air Force Asso- 
ciation convention, “will insure our na- 
tion of airlift capable of meeting defense 
requirements in the future as it has in 
the past. Without them, the effective- 
ness of the entire system is threatened.” 

Participating in the briefing with Gen- 
eral Tunner were Maj, Gen. Raymond J. 
Reeves, vice commander, and Brig. Gen. 
Glen R. Birchard, DCS/Operations. 

Genera] Tunner said that the Douglas 
C-133 Cargomaster represents the only 
modernization of the strategic airlift

fleet since 1952. The rest of MATS in- 
ventory is about 10 years old, he said. 

MATS, he said, needs three basic types 
for its modernization: 1) a high-speed 
cargo aircraft capable of keeping pace 
with and lending support to SAC’s bomb- 
er force; 2) an all-purpose “workhorse” 
aircraft to replace the C-124s which are 
now the “core and bulk” of the fleet; and 
3) an aircraft to handle outsized cargo. 

“For this latter we already have the 
C-133,” he added, “For each C-133 placed 
in service MATS has retired five C-54s, 
while at the same time increasing over- 
all carrying capacity—proof positive that 
modernization is both militarily and eco- 
nomically desirable.” 

The General emphasized that MATS is 
not in competition with the airlines, that 
it believes in the developmnt of a sound 
commercial air transport system, but that 
it does not have the responsibility for the 
establishment of such a system.

New Report On Air Transportation Urges 
MATS To Give Up Route-Type Operations 


The House Committee on Government 
Operations has issued a new report on 
military air transportation in which it 
declares that the Military Air Transport 





Air Force Major Promotion Plan Clears 
Senate And Reaches The White House 


HE Senate this week completed Capitol action on Air Force emergency legislation 

to authorize the promotion of an additional 3,000 active duty Reserve captains to 
major, and sent the measure to the White House. Presidential] approval is certain. 
In effect, it will provide an 80% opportunity for promotion to major for all 
Air Force captains who complete 14 years of active commissioned service by 30 


June 1961. 


Within that time period, there will be a total of 7,400 captains who will have 
completed 14 years of active commissioned service. Of this number, 1,100 are Regu- 
lars and 6,300 are Reserve officers. Without the new legislation, only 2,900 vacancies 
would be available to the 7,400 officers. About 900 of the vacancies are required 


for the 1,100 Regular captains. 


The remaining 2,000 vacancies would give the active duty Reserve captains 
only a 31% promotion opportunity. The additional 3,000 promotions authorized by 
the new legislation will provide a combined total of 5,900 promotion opportunities 
during the period until 30 June 1961, thus giving both Regulars and Reserves an 


80% selection opportunity. 
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Service “must relinquish its route-type 
operations and adapt itself completely to 
specialized military requirements,” if it 
is to become “truly a logistical air arm 
for the military.” 


The Committee said, “Whether this can 
be done successfully in competition with, 
or as a replacement for, the organic 
transport airlift of the various military 
organizations, is a question which would 
have to be resolved.” 

The end result, the Committee said, 
might show that MATS “is superfluous, 
unless the other commands were willing 
to yield their own airlift to MATS con- 
trol.” 


The report constitutes a follow-up on 
a long list of recommendations made by 
the Committee in June 1958. 

Here are some of the highlights of the 
new report: 

e@ Increasing reliance on civil carriers 
to airlift military cargo and passengers 
will help to strengthen the civil air fleet 
as a defense reserve, reduce capital out- 
lays for military aircraft and lead to more 
economical air transport for both Gov- 
ernment and the public. 

e An OSD study of MATS’ peacetime 
and wartime roles is being circulated in 
draft form at the Pentagon. Under con- 
sideration is a proposal to withdraw 
MATS’ technical air services. 

e@ There are indications that Canada, 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union are 
well ahead of the U. S. in developing and 
producing an economical all-cargo air- 
craft. 

As matters now stand, the Committee 
said, “MATS is a backup or reserve for 
the immediate requirements of the com- 
bat commands; and the Air Force re- 
serve and civil reserve fleets in turn are 
backups to MATS. 

“Being within the military orbit, 
MATS understandably is reluctant to 
plan for the emergency use of civil re- 
sources; but the combat commands in 
turn are reluctant to rely wholly on 
MATS. 

“To strengthen its position with the 
public and to resist the encroachments 
of the civil carriers, MATS advertises its 
close tie-in with SAC airlift requirements 
in wartime, Inevitably, as intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles replace long-range 
bombers in the strategic arsenal, logistic 
support requirements for SAC, and 


MATS’ wartime role with it, will decline. 
Then MATS may turn its attention in- 
creasingly to limited war requirements 
for logistical support and troop airlift.”

HE Tactical Air Command is intensi- 

fying its training and capability on 
long-range over seas flights as “a new 
addition to our over-all deterrent policy,” 
TAC leaders announced at a briefing held 
here as part of 
the Air Force 
Association con- 
vention. 

During past 
months, it was 
revealed, combat 
ready TAC wings 
have performed 
numerous trans- 
Atlantic and 
trans - Pacific 
flights, remain- 
ing at overseas 
bases for as lit- 
tle as 48 hours or 
up to. several 
weeks, They car- 
ry with them 
sufficient equipment and ground person- 
nel to permit them to shift their bases of 
operation while overseas. 

Participating in the briefing were Gen- 
eral Frank E. Everest, who recently as- 
sumed his new post as TAC Commander; 
Lt. Gen. William D, Eckert, Vice Com- 
mander; Maj. Gen. Henry Viccellio, 19th 
Air Force Commander, and Maj. Gen. 
M. W. Momyer, of TAC’s staff. 

Discussing TAC’s future, General 
Momyer said that they are currently en- 
gaged in tests to adapt the Boeing KC-

135 jet tanker for refueling tactical] air- 
craft. TAC’s present KB-50 tanker fleet, 
he said, is having difficulty in meeting the 
air refueling requirements of their new 
supersonic aircraft. When the jet tanker 
tests are complete, he felt that TAC 
should be in position to achieve a signifi- 
cant reduction in deployment times, 


TAC forces, the General continued, 
must also have the ability to effectively 
deliver non-nuclear attacks, For this pur- 
pose, TAC looks to the air-to-surface mis- 
sile such as the Martin Bullpup. “With 
this accuracy,” he said, “and with a TNT 
equivalent of a 250 pound bomb, most of 
the tactical target systems can be 
brought under effective attack for a 
modest sortie effort. 

“The introduction of a nuclear air-to- 
ground missile for TAC,” he continued, 
“is being sought. There appears to be no 
tethnological problem that will prevent 
its development.” 

General Momyer also revealed that 
TAC has expressed the need for a theater 
surface-to-surface missile to bring pre- 
planned target systems under attack. 
“This missile,” he said, “is conceived as 
a relatively lightweight vehicle that de- 
rives its security from random dispersal. 
It could be dispersed on trains, in vehi- 
cles, or moved at will from one pre-se- 
lected site to another.” 

The Republic F-105D, he said, will fill 
a serious void in the capibility of tactical 
forces.

To Improve Promotion, Pay, Housing 


From first page— 

grade structure established by this law 
is filled—and for all practical purposes 
this is the case today—-all officer promo- 
tions will slow to a creeping pace, and 
the grade of our crew force will tend to 
be limited by the inadequate manning 
authorizations. 

“The problem of promotion stagnation 
is brought clearly into focus when you 
realize that except in a rare case a young 
officer who enters the Air Force today at 
age 22 will be 43 years old and still a 
major—if he is a regular officer—and if 
he is a reserve officer (and two-thirds of 
the crew force are reserve officers), he 
will never be promoted while on active 
duty above the grade of captain, under 
the present OGLA. The crew grade struc- 
ture must be improved to more nearly 
match the responsibility, the training in- 
vestment, the dependability and maturity, 
and the professionalism required. 

“Since one-half of SAC’s officers are 
sitting in cockpits, a minor adjustment 
to an already tight officer grade struc- 
ture will not permit an internal read- 
justment of grades. The problem is much 
more basic. OGLA relief is required to 
permit a revision of the crew grade struc- 
ture. 

“Our retention of young officers—now 
one in eight—will become increasingly 
difficult in a profession that limits the 
reserve officer to the grade of captain, 
and the regular officer to the grade of 
major until age 44. 

“T would like to make clear that our 
command is not asking for an all-out 
accelerated officer promotion program. 

“In January 1958, General Power re- 
quested an increase in the combat crew 
authorizations and authority to spot pro- 
mote within the revised crew grade au- 
thorization. 

“This revised crew structure would pro- 
vide career progress and incentive in the 
cockpit. 

“The additional grades required in SAC 
total 729 lieutenant colonels and 1,791 
majors. The recent DOD action to obtain 
grade limitation act relief within the Air 
Force by an increase of 3,000 majors 
should assist; however, relief is also re- 
quired in the grade of lieutenant colonel 
for our crew force. 

“OUR STAND ON ALERT PAY: 

“In December 1957, General Power re- 
quested authority to pay our personnel 
$10.00 for each 24 hour period they were 
on continuous alert. 

“To achieve an alert capability, we have 
had to make extraordinary demands on 
our crew force. For example, the B-52 
crews on ground alert spend approxi- 
mately 122 days per year on the alert 
with an average 87 hour duty time work 
week. I would like to emphasize this is 
now a way of life for SAC’s ‘Minute Men.’ 

“While under the airborne alert, the 
work week is somewhat shorter, a crew’s 
flying requirement increases four-fold 
from about 30 hours to 120 hours a month, 
and this with sorties of 24 hours’ dura- 
tion. This approaches the physical limita- 
tion of a crew, There are two alternatives 
to this lengthy duty. We could reduce the 
number of aircraft on the alert—or we 
could double the crew force 

“Neither of these solutions is suggested, 
for obvious reasons. 

“The crews understand and accept the 
requirement, Their mission conscious- 
ness and pride in the command and the 
role they play is outstanding. To main- 
tain this high morale, some recognition is 
necessary to neutralize the continuous 
personal hardships. Alert Pay will pro- 
vide a token. of recognition. 

“The amount of money each individ- 
ual would receive is small-approximate- 
ly $75.00 a month. 

“The suggestion has been made that if 
we get Responsibility Pay there would 
be no requirement for Alert Pay. SAC 
has not concurred in this suggestion for 
the following reasons: 


“First, the law does not authorize lieu- 
tenants to receive Responsibility Pay. 
Further, the law limits the percentage 


of officers that may receive Responsibili- 
ty Pay to 5% captains and 10% majors. 
“In this regard, 82% of the force would 





not receive Responsibility Pay. 

“SAC HAS ENTHUSIASTICALLY 
SUPPORTED Responsibility Pay author- 
ized by Public Law 422. We recommended 
to the Air Staff that we keep the imple- 
mentation of this legislation ‘clean’ and 
beyond any criticism, and that the ma- 
jor portion of this pay should be allo- 
cated to tactical crew positions, 

“These recommendations were adopted 
by the Air Force Board that convened 
to determine what positions should be 
entitled to Responsibility Pay. SAC re- 
ceived 55% of the AF recommended posi- 
tions and of this, 81% goes to the crew 
members. 

“The status of this legislation as un- 
derstood in this headquarters is as fol- 
lows: 

“Responsibility Pay became a law in 
May 1958. In September 1958, the AF 
Board convened for the purpose of rec- 
ommending to the Chief of Staff the posi- 
tions in the AF which should'be entitled 
to Responsibility Pay. These recommen- 
dations were approved and submitted to 
the DOD in October 1958, and in Febru- 
ary 1959 a DOD working group began 
study of these proposals. We feel very 
strongly that this legislation should be 
exploited as one of the incentive tools 
we need to attract and retain a Stable 
Professional Force. 

“THE LACK OF SUITABLE HOUS- 
ING, and the laws and philosophies which 
preclude our obtaining more homes are 
disturbing factors which hinder our 
achieving a Stable Professional Force. We 
must make available to our personnel— 
comfortable, modern, suitable housing, 
with equitable rents. 

“In SAC, approximately 80% of our of- 
ficers and 50% of our airmen are mar- 
ried. 86,000 officers and NCO’s require 
housing, as do 33,000 of our lower grade 
airmen. At the present time, there are 
about 25,500 family quarters available for 
occupancy and 20,500 under construc- 
tion or programmed, and approved-com- 
munity assets total 17,000. This leaves a 
housing deficit for 56,000 families. 

“Criteria and policies relating to the 
programming and building of family 
housing should be reviewed with in- 
creased consideration being given to the 
inability of small and isolated communi- 
ties to provide housing support. 

“Legislation should be instituted to pro- 
vide authority to include lower grade 
airmen in any housing requirement. 

“The percentage limitations currently 
placed on valid housing requirements 
should be adjusted to bring authoriza- 
tions more in line with actual require- 
ments, The dollar cost, although consid- 
erable, can be effectively amortized over 
the years to come. This amortization 
takes form in reduced training costs and 
increased operational effectiveness, In ad- 
dition, rental allowances now being paid 
will be returned to the Air Force in the 
form of housing assets.”

Racentive Awand To Gill 
For Thor Nose Cone 


The Air Force has awarded a $29 mil- 
lion incentive contract to General Elec- 
tric for production of Thor IRBM nose 
cones—the first award in the ballistic 
missile field with incentive features 
based on performance. 

Announcement of the contract was 
made jointly by Maj. Gen. Ben I. Funk, 
Commander of Air Materiel Command’s 
Ballistic Missiles Center, Inglewood, 
Calif., and H. W. Paige, General Man- 
ager of General Electric's Missile and 
Space Vehicle Department at Philadel- 
phia. 

Production is underway at the com- 
pany’s Philadelphia and Burlington, Ver- 
mont plants. 

Mr. Paige explained that the contract 
has two types of incentives. They are 
“ _. For performance which is distinct- 
ly above the expected norm. This will 
assure the government of less cost for 
spare parts, maintenance and training 
of operation crews. 

“Also, for each dollar we save the gov- 
ernment on production of these space 
vehicles, a small percentage is provided 
as incentive profit.” 

Mr. Paige said “The objective of this 
type of contract is to put defense work 
on the most efficient business-like basis.

USAF Tightens Procurement Procedures; 
Industry Told To Seek Cost Reductions 


MIAMI BEACH, FLA. 


LITARY and civilian Air Force pro- 

curement leaders took the occasion 
of the presence of large numbers of in- 
dustry leaders here for the Air Force As- 
sociation convention to stress the need 
for improvements in the procurement 
program and the vital necessity for cost 
reductions. 

Lt. Gen. Mark E. Bradley, jr., Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Materiel, in a particularly 
strong address, declared that “unless Con- 
gress is convinced that the Air Force 
handles its funds carefully, it will not 
be willing to grant the Air Forte the 
sums it needs. The denial of funds would 
seriously affect the ability of the Air 
Force to execute its mission.” 


Three Areas Stressed 


Industry can help the Air Force to im- 
prove its position before Congress, Gen- 
eral Bradley emphasized, if it will co- 
operate in three areas: 

“First of all, as partners we must be 
able to depend on each other for reliable 
and accurate information when we are 
negotiating contracts. 

“Secondly, when we arrange letter con- 
tracts, we must be able to expect de- 
finitization of contracts without undue 
delay. 

“Thirdly, we in the Air Force must 
have cooperation from contractors in re- 
ducing overhead costs.” 

General Bradley added that in a fourth 
area—small business—“we have been do- 
ing pretty well, but I want to encourage 
further progress.” 

In the incentive type contract, Gen- 
eral Bradley said, inaccurate or out-of- 
date information defeats the purpose. 

“It should not be necessary for one part- 
ner to require signed certificates attest- 
ing to the accuracy and currency of cost 
information,” he said. “However, it now 
appears, from the facts furnished by the 
General Accounting Office, that we will 
have to require a certificate of accuracy.” 

In the next revision to the ASPR the 
requirement for a certificate of accuracy 
will be extended to include all first tier 
subcontractors where the sum involved 
is more than $100,000 and where there is 
no effective competition, he announced. 


Overhead Costs 


Although production runs have de- 
creased, overhead costs have not, General 
Bradley said, declaring that he thinks 
the reason is that industry tolerates the 
overhead on the hope of future business. 

“We have to become accustomed,” he 
said, “to the thought that production 
runs are not going to increase again. 
We're not going back to the good old 
days. It is therefore unwise to keep over- 





Bendix Unit Delivers 


Hustler Test Set 


Eclipse-Pioneer Division of Bendix 
Aviation Corporation at Teterboro, N. J., 
has delivered to General Dynamics Cor- 
poration’s Convair-Fort Worth plant a 
mobile test set for the B-58 Hustler. It 
will be used in flight-line tests of the 
supersonic aircraft’s flight control sys- 
tem, including electronic, electro-me- 
chanical and hydraulic systems. The 
equipment is being evaluated at Convair, 
prime contractor for the Hustler, and 
the Air Force. 

The mobile test set is a 3500-pound 
trailer-mounted, special-purpose com- 
puter designed for automatic program- 
ming of 750 tests of the plane’s “power 
thinking” control system,

command signals to the Hustler auto- 
pilot from the air data computer (alti- 
tude and Mach number), accelerometers, 
gyros, radio navigation equipment and 
other air-environment and directional 
references. Both output and input auto- 
pilot signals are evaluated by the com- 
puter in terms of phase and voltage, and 
“go” or “no go” decisions as well as sys- 
tem answers are indicated for each of 
the 750 tests.

weak link in procurement. Certain prime 
contractors, he asserted, were not spend. 
ing Air Force funds as carefully as they 
spent their own in bargaining with sub. 
contractors. This was compounded, he 
added, by the failure of Air Force people 
to exhaustively double check cost data, 


Subcontract Management 

“We are now committed,” General 
McKee said, “to developing an exhaus. 
tive program to improve subcontract 
management, This will include the use of 
pricing teams; increased use of audits to 
obtain back-up information; and possible 
extension to subcontractors of the re 
quirement for certification attesting the 
accuracy and currency of material cost 
estimates.” 

Meanwhile, General McKee continued, 
“We are now studying the possibilities 
for improvement of our own Air Force 
performance, not only through more 
precise auditing techniques, but also 
through sharpening the procurement 
skills of our own personnel, and, con- 
tinually assessing and updating our pol- 
icies and procedures. We expect no less 
serious an effort on the part of industry. 
The price of inefficiency or irresponsible 
self interest at this point could well be 
future critical inadequacies of our air 
strength from which there is no road to 
renegotiation.” 

General McKee also warned that Air 
Force people “do not expect, and cannot 
accept ‘plush’ treatment beyond the co 
operation and assistance which our mut-
